REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Collins shows a merged dual flipped White Cell including a dual white cell having 
a first and second cell regions (figure 3), an optical deflector array (figure 1 Ref 28), a 
plurality of guided-wave optical delay lines (column 2 lines 11-30), and a plurality of 
reference mirrors (figure 3). However Collins does not show an input portion and a 
separate output portion of the merged dual flipped white cell. Collins shows a single 
input output portion that light is reflected into and using a mirror is then reflected out 
with the proper delay. Collins does teach using fibers to create the delay instead of a 
block, fibers inherently have an input and output portion but the same method of using 
the mirror at the output of the fiber and then the useable output would be the same as 
the input.
